Washington, Jan 10. Represen- 
tative Stanley of Kentucky, after a 
conference with I'risident Wilson has 
introduced an amendment to the 
Sherman law, which wonld make il 
legal the monopolization or restraint 
of trade "in any degree " It is de- 
signed to I'liminate the "ruleof reas 
on" laid down by the supreme court 
in the Standard Oil ease. 

The amendment also would invest 
I'niled Stales circuit courts with ju 
ri.sdictioii to restrain and prevent vi 
olations of the act, irrespective of 
the attorny-flreneral It was drawn 
to meet the wish of the President ex- 
pressed in his last message to con- 
gress to reduce the debatable area 
surrounding the Sherman act. 

The Stanley UU would amend the 
second and fourth seetiona of the 
Sherman law. 

In section 2, in which the supreme 
court injected the "rule of reason, 
the words "fn any degree" are in 
serted so that the section would read 
"Every person who shall monopo- 
lize, or attWBiit to monopolize, or 
I combine or conspire with any per- 
json, or i>erson8, to monojiolize in any 
' deKr< e any part of the trade or com- 
merce among the several statea, or 
with foreign natioaa, shall be deemed 
guilty of a nrnsdemea or, and on con- 
viction thereof, shall be punished l>y !>t idios.
